Syphilis in Women

. If a woman is infected with syphilis while pregnant, it can lead to birth defects,
miscarriage, premature birth or stillbirth

« Good News: Syphilis can be treated and cured even during pregnancy with a shot of
antibiotics

. Prenatal care is very important to keep you and your baby healthy

« You should be tested for syphilis 3 times during your pregnancy: at your first prenatal

appointment, early in the 3rd trimester (between 28-32 weeks), and at delivery
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
